Nothing 
could induce her to shrink from this self-imposed 
duty. She invaded the strongholds of the 
plague regardless of the cousequences, lifted 
the dying head, cheered the departing soul, and 
by her Christian benevolence was a very helo 
to the body and soul of the stricken ones. She 
was assigned the care of three ladies, and when 
it was thought that they had passed the crisis 
assisted in caring for a suffering Howard. While 
thus engaged she 
WENT DOWN to HER GRAVE 

mourned and revered by all with whom she, in 
ber brief stay bere, had become acquainted. 

To-day a dispatch was received from Mayor 
Wilbur, of Omaha, requesting that she might 
be tenderiy buried and that her grave might be 
marked to the end that the body could be re- 
covered when the days of darkness are passed. 
She sleeps in the lot of the Howard Associa- 
tion at Elmwood, and her name, associated 
with the epidemic of 1878, will dwell in the 
hearts of the afllicted while the memory of this 
dread season shall last. 

A requisition was made upon the Howard As- 
sociation t y fur physicians to visit Water 
Valley, Miss., where the fever has suddenly as- 
sumed a decided prominence. and Dr. J. G. 
Davis, of Lincoln, Neb., responded, though fe 
can be illy spared. The force of nurses was 
increased by the addition of fifteen from Nor- 
folk, Va., who are considered a valuable addi- 
tion, as the force of experienced nurses here is 
limited, though there is a full complement in 
the city; but many are considered worthless in 
consequence of their having but a very superfi- 
cial knowiedge of the disease and its treatment. 
In my tour of observation about the city to- 
night I observed that 

MORE ENCOURAGING FEELINGS 

were manifested than yesterday, though the 
number of cases is very large, and the deaths 
in the same proportion. The sentiment is gen- 
erally expressed that each day will witness an 
improvement on the day preceding. While 
this may be true of the city, the reverse is the 
case in the country. A dispatch was received 
here to-day from the Mavor of Somerville, 
stating that several deaths had occurred there, 
and fifteen er twenty were sick with the 
plague.

OBITUARY. 

DR. WILLIAM 8. EDGAR. \ 

Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Panis, III., Sept. 17.—Dr. William 8. Edgar, 
of St. Louis, died here yesterday morning sud- 
denly of disease of the heart, at the residence 
of his son, Dr. Charles A. Edgar, of this city. 
Although Dr. Edgar’s last home was at St. 
Louis, most of his career was in Illinois or as 
an Illinoisau. His parents emigrated from 
New Jersey in 1834, and settled not far from 
Lebanon, in this State; and, after spending 
some years in Missouri and Iowa, and marrying 
Miss Lavinia Janes, daughter of Cel. Janes, of 


Rochester, N. V., Dr. Edgar settied in Collins- 


ville, on the south edge of Madison County, for 
the practice of his chosen profession. In it he 
soon became notable for his practical skill and 
good judgment, and the citizens of Collins- 
ville of thirty years ago remember him also 
as a public-spirited and active citizen. After a 
short stay in St. Louis, he removed to Jackson- 
ville, III., and began a fruit-farm, sending his 
sons to Illinois College. As an active Ke- 
publican, he contributed no little to the growth 
of his party, but never sought office. 

When the War broke out he went as Surgeon 
of the Thirty-second Illinois Volunteers, and 
was at Cairo, Fort Donelson, Shiloh, and many 
of the great battles. His practical good sense 
and skill in dealing with men caused him to be 
trusted with important matters. To him, after 
the battle of Shiloh. Gen. Grant gave the her- 
culean task of 8 the wounded to be 
sent North, of putting them upon boats, and 
taking supreme charge of them. So valuable 
were his services that be was often assigned to 
special duties. He was with Gen. McPherson a 
few minutes before his lamented death. Not 
long after the close of the War, in which he re- 
mained tili its close, he removed to St. Louis 
and resumed his profession. There he 
maintained himself honorably among 
men of much greater advantages of 
education ; and for some years he 
was editor of the St. Louis Medical and Surgical 
Journal. N the advance of the disease 
which bad laid its fatal grasp upon his heart. 
he gave up all business, and was ready as a 
brave, good man to meet dea Most of July 
and August he spent in Chic with his sister, 
Mrs. Prof. Samuel Willard, receiving kind at- 
tentions from Drs. Johnson, Jewell, Davis, 
Jones, and others, and making himself ac- 
quainted with the great city which he had not 
seen since he brought a contribution from the 
doctors of St. Louis at the time of the fire. 
He was nearly years old. He leaves a widow, 
and five children, all grown; the eldest is Will- 
iam II. Edgar, Esq., editor of the Jerseyville 
Republican. Many are the officers and men of 
our army who will remember his imperturbable 
good temper, steady hopefulness and cheerful- 
ness. and prompt and skillful helpfulness as 
shown in many a dark day in our great struggle.

Special Dispeten to The Tr‘duna, 

Wasuincton,’ D. C., Sept. 18.—Cohen, the 
Hebrew Kearneyite, was released to-day on 
bail of $1,000, the decision of the Court being 
withheld fora month. This action undoubtedly 
indicates that Cohen violated no technical law 
yesterday, and that the Court takes advantage 
of its privilege to practically keep him under 
bonds for one month. Coben was defended by 
Mr. Durant, member of the National Greenback 
Executive Committee, which has thus officially 
assumed the responsibility for the incendiary 
documents of Cohen. Some of Cohen’s sup- 
porters in their speeches are reported as having 
advocated a raid on the United States Treasury 
to help themselves to funds. 

THREATENED STRIKE. 

Cohen held a meeting to-night at the City- 
Hall, which was attended by a large crowd. He 
intended holding a meeting at the east front of 
the Capitol, but, ascertaining that objections 
would be raised by the authorities there, he gave 
potice late this afternoon that the City-Hall 
had deen selected. Colored and white men 
made speeches, and then Coben, who related 
the circumstances of bis arrest. He announced 
that to-morrow the strike in this city would 
begin, and requested all present to 
assemble at 2 p. m. at the headquar- 
ters of the Workingmen’s Relief. Asso- 
ciation, and, under his leadership, march 
to every point where laboring men are at work 
for less than $1.50 per day, and compe! them to 
stop. The Superintendent or Police to-night 
mabe every arrangement to prevent any viola- 
tion of order. Every available policeman will 
be on duty, and, if necessary, the militia.

OUR SUGAR INDUSTRY. 
THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE DECIDES 
THAT THERE is NO REASON WHY THE UNITED 
STATES SHOULD PAY TRIBUTE FOR IMPORTED 


SUGAR. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


WasnineTon, D. C., Sept. 16.—Gen. Le Duc, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, when he first en- 
tered upon the duties of his office, had his at- 
tention called to the sugar industry of the 
United States. The problem which he under- 


took to solve was, Why cannot the United 


States produce its own sugar! He ordered a 
thorough inquiry to be made into this question 
by competent agents. The results of this in- 
quiry are likely to be of great importance to 
the commerce of this country. Commissioner 
Le Duc’s first act was to send a Special Agent to 
the Soutbern States to examine into the condi- 
tion of the cane-sugar industry there. His 
latest step has been to instruct the Chem- 
ist of the Agricultural Department to en- 
ter upon a series of experiments, the object 
of which is to determine whether or not sugar 
can be profitably made from Indian corn and 
sorghum. The Chemist has demonstrated the 
fact that sugar can be made from these two 
products; it only now remains to be proved 
whether it would be profitable for farmers to 
engage in this business. 

The agent sent to the Southern States was 
Gen. A. C. Jones, formerly of Minnesota,—a 


gentleman who had had extensive experience in 
agricultural industry in different parts of the 
country. Asa result of these inquiries, Com- 
missioner Le Duc has arrived at the conclusion 
that there is no reason why the United States 
should continue to pay annually millions of dol- 
lars to foreign eountries for articles of con- 
sumption that might readily be supplied by do- 
mestic producers. To what extent the United 
States uses sugar, and the vast tribute we are 
compelled to pay the foreign countries from 
which the sugar is imported, will more clearly 
appear from the following tables:

CONCLUSIONS. 

The conclusions of Gen. LeDuc as to the pro- 
duction of. sugar from the sugar-cane,im this 
country are these: 

1. That the United States is paying annually 
to other nations immense sums of money {pr a 
staple article pf ption which, the proper 
encouragement and support being afforded, 
might be produced at home. 

2. That the production of sugar in Louisiana, 
our chief source of domestic supply, was about 
63 per cent less in 1876-77 than in 1861-'62, while 
at the same time, in the years of largest pro- 
duction, a very insignificant part of the whole 
body of cane-bearing lands have at any time 
been under cultivation. 

3. That the system of sugar-production here» 
tofore followed has not been of a character cal- 
culated to produce the best results,—great losses 
having been entalled on account both of the 
agricultural methods and the mechanical appli- 
ances used in extracting the saccharine matter,— 
the loss through unscientific handling of the 
bagasse alone amounting to at least 40 per cent. 

4. That an improved system of labor, involy- 
ing the division and the cultivation of smailer 
tracts by individual owners, and a more thor- 
ough and scientific haodling of the cane, would 
very largely increase the sugar-product, and go 
far toward keeping pace with the annually-in- 
creasing demand of the whole country. 

5. That successive plantings of the same 
seed-cane has resulted in a deterioration of the 
stock, that demands serious and immediate at- 
tention. 4 

6. That there are immense tracts of unoceu- 
pied and abandoned sucar-lands in Louisiana 
which are purchasable at low rates. 

7. That the absorption of these lands by 
small cultivators depends upon the protection 
afforded by a good levee system, the establish- 
ment of central factories, and the construction 
of transportation ways. 

8. Thata very large area, heretofore highly 
productive, cannot be safely worked on account 
of inundations arising from the bad condition of 
levees. 

9. That the new system of ownersbip of 
small farms, which is now being encouraged, 
will give growth to individual independence, 
draw around itself educational and refining in- 
fluences, and build up and energize new and 
thriving communities, such as exist wherever 
self-reiiant and intelligent labor flourishes. 

THE OLD FLAG 8TILA-~~AND APPROPRIATIONS. 

Ine deductions from letters that nave been 
received from Sovthern planters, .suggesting 
the ineans necessary to incredse the production, 
are subjoined. it will be seen that, in their 
ultimate analysis, they involve a strong reli- 
ance in a paternal government. These deduc- 
tions are: 

1. Protection of the lands from overflow by 
means of a levee system to be devised and 
maintained by the General Government. 

2. The clearing up and drawing of swamp 
and low lands, and the determination of outlet 
drainage, with special relerence to encouraging 
aud assisting small planters,—the system ob- 
taing in Holland, or @ suitable modification of 
it, beipg recommen * : 

3. Labor, white and colored, of which there is 
scarcity upon the lands even now worked. An 
element is desired that is willing to work on 
the tenant system, thrifty, ambitious to own 
lands. 

4. Capital, to improve and clear up lands and 
set things to rights, to erect and thoroughiy 
2 sugar-houses, build tramways and lines 
of communication by means of which lands 
remote from water-courses may be carved into 
farms, and to introduce the most improved 
agricuitural and manuf ring appliances. 

5. Improvement of cane-seed through impor- 
tations from other latitudes, to be distributed 
among the planters Of the State. 

6. In view of the great importance of secur- 
ing a maximum amount of juice from the cane, 
and the most desirabie methods of manipu- 
lating it after expression, in onder to produce a 
superior article of commerce, the appointment 
of practical chemista to study the operations of 
manufacture on the ground. These also to 
analyze the soila, provide means for converting 
the trash cave” into fertilizer, and to sug- 
gest such other fertilizing méans as may best 
econduce to the re-establishment of weakened or 
exhausted soils. 

7. The establishment of an Agrieultural Col- 
lege on the general plan ol those at the North. 

S. The establishment, bv State aid or other- 
wise, of an Agricultural Station or Experimental 
Farm, for the determining of questions bearing 
upon the sugar-iudustry, since experimental 
tests conducted: by individuals lack thorough- 
ness, on account of the expense and time re- 
quired to carry them forward to complete and 
reliable results.

For 
these reasons District Superintendents are 
urged to know no qualification for a keeper or 
surf-man but his professional skill, bis fidelity to 
duty, and his courage upon occasions which try 
men.“

ANDRASSY REPUDIATED. 

Vienna, Sept. 18.—The Pesther Lloyd, hereto- 
fore a loyal supporter of Count Andrassy, 
raised its voice against the reported Austro- 
Servian-Muntenegrin alliance, which that jour- 
nal declared would be a slap on the face to 
Hungary, and it takes the opportunity of the 
reported intention on his part to repudiate 
Count Andrassy’s Bosnian policy. The same 
paper prints an article written by Dr. Falk, 
member of the Reichsrath, heretofore an ardent 
admirer of Count Andrassy, in which he says 
that an alliance with the Slavonic principalities 
is an insult to Hungary.

MOONSHINERS’ REVENGE.

important Financial. Lecture by 


The Unconstitutionality of the 
Fiatist Schemes Explained. 


The first lecture of Thomas M. Nichol, Secre- 
tary of the Honest-Money League of the North- 
west, did not draw as large a crowd to Farwell 
Hall last evening as was expected, but those 
who attended were well repaid, as the speaker 
made the naturally ary subject of finance really 
interesting. 

His subject, he said, was Fiat Money,“ and 
he proposed to speak of it as unconstitutional, 
legally considered, as dishonest, moraliy con- 
sidered, and as au absolute impossibility, physic- 
ally considered. A proposition had been made, 
in all seriousness, to have the country abandon 
all those settled principles of finance that were 
established when our Government was organ- 
ized, and had been maintained ever since. 
There was not «a civilized nation upon the face 
of the earth at present the financial system of 
which was not based oa coin, or which used any 
currency that was not founded upon 
it. No Government was more com- 
mitted -to the system than ours, ‘and 
none had held so rigidly to the oprincipie 
that its currency should be gold and silver, and 
paper convertibie into guid and silver. The 
ouly legal departure was the issue of United 
States notes during the War, temporarily irre- 
deemable. It was not the intention, when they 
were issued, to allow them to remain perma- 
nentiy irrefeemabie. On the contrary, the 
measure was one which the Government 
telt iteeli forced to adopt during a 
period of extreme necessity, when hothing else 
could be made available in time. Everv one 
who supported it disclaimed any intention of 
establishing an irredeemable paper-money 
policy, and every department of the Govern- 
ment gave its assurances that, as soon as 
possible or practicable aiter the emergency had 
passed away, the country could and would re- 
turn to the constitutional system of specie pay- 
ment. 

The advocates of fat money said that all 
that was necessary to make money out of a piece 
of paper was the fiat of the Government,—that 
money was simply the creation of law. Intrinsic 
value or real value, the production of labor, was 
not essential at all. Such a thing had not been 
success fu in the world’s history. It was un- 
tried. While many nations, individuals, aud 
corporations 

HAD ISSUED PAPER PROMISES— 
obligations—to circulate and act as money, 
whenever the promises were in excess of the 
ability of the issuer to redeem, then they cer- 
tainly depreciated, and, in proportion as they 
depreciated, the business and business interests 
of society were deranged. No device had yet 
been secured by man by which they could main- 
taiu a currenev at par with coin except by making 
it convertible into coin. It was said that making 
the nat money a full legal-tender would keep 
it at par.—that thereason the greenbacks de- 
preciated during the War was because the 
Government dishonured them—refused to re- 
ceive them for import duties. The $50,000,000 
demand notes were at par because they were 
redeemable iv coin upon demand, which was 
sufficient to keep them at par if they hadu't 
been receivable for imports. What had broucht 
greenbacks up from 35 cents in 1865 to 99% 
cents in 18758 was the increased probability of 
their being paid; and when the day arrived for 

redemption they would be at par with 
coin. 

He then went on to show that the issue of 
fiat money Was unconstitutional. The Con- 
tivental money was supposed to be based on 
the property and resources of the coyntry, 
but no one’s property and no one’s re- 
sources were available. The Government 
might issue as much money as it pleased 80 
based, but even if the Government satisfied a 
judginent obtained against it (which it could not 
do) whose property could be levied ou to recover 
the obligation! All the property of all the peo- 
ple was an intangible thing, and could not be 
got at. It was simply a question of honor 
whether the Government would pay an obliga- 
tion. 

He then quoted from Webster, Storv, Mar- 
shall, and Madison to show that the establisn- 
meot of a sound currency was one ot tae 
greatest ends contemplated in forming the 
Constitution. Being so, there could be 
no uncertainty as to what the farmers 
did. A preposition to give Congress 
power to issue bills of credit,“ which was in 
the Original draft. was stricken out bv the Con- 
vention. From that time down to 1862 the Gov- 
erument had not issued a singie irredeemabie 
pote under any pretext whatever. It was said 
that coin“ meant to make. Tv coin meant to 
stamp metal as money. lo say that coin“ 
conveyed the power to print paper money was 
to give the framers of the Constitution credit 
for a great deal of stupidity. 

No direct authority could be found in. the 
Constitution to emit bills of credit or make 
paper money, and such a proposition had never 
been made until about four years ago. Con- 
gress issued its notes during the War. as it had 
a right to do, and it made those notes a 
legal-teuder for all private acbts,—something 
never done before. The Supreme Court was 
not called on to decide whether the Goverument 
had a right to issue notes or not—nobody dis- 
puted that right; but the question was whether 
Congress had the right to create money—to 
make its notes receivable for private debts. 
The fact that the Court sustained the right to 
make these promises to pay a legul-tender, did 
not warrant the assumption that it would sus- 
tain the Government in the issuance of paper 
and makiny it a lewal-tender. 

THERE WAS A DIFFERENCE 

between a promise to pay a dollar und the dol- 
lar itself. The notes were sustained as vbliza- 
tions to pay movey,—the mouey of the Constitu- 
tion,—fur the, Court said they were not money, 
but the oblizatiuns of the United States to pay 
money. Congress, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, andthe Ways and Meaus Committee pre- 
ferred a National Bank bill, ava resorted, with 
extreme reyret, to issuing irredeemable notes. 

The speaker read the Currency acts, and 
eharacterized the assertious vi the Fiatists that 
all the legislation on financial matters had been 
for the purpose of enriching gold-zatublers aod 
speculators at the expeuse of the poor map as a 
base lie and villainous slander upon the greatest 
aod purest statesmen the couutry bad ever pro- 
duced. He quoted frum Cuvuugressional aud 
other documents to shuw that, wheucver the 

uestion was touched upun, the end iu view was 
the providing of a revenue for the Goveruiment, 
having due regard to the §intlucuces of changes 
of the financial system upon business and labor. 
There was ever the desire to protect those lu- 
tercsts. 

It was said that the issuing of fiat money was 
for the benefit of the poor people. He tnquired 
how it was to be applied. How were they to 
get possessiva of it? He bad heard three ways 
proposed: 1, that the Governmeut loan it to 
the people; 2, that the Government should em- 
bark in a great scheme of laterual improve- 
ments and pay it out: and, 3, that the Govern- 
ment should pay olf the debt with it. He con- 
sidered all three is impracticable, unstatcesman- 
like, and von-beneficial. Thuse who wanted the 
movey loaned said the security would be real 
estate. Would this bencfit the poor! There 
were too mapy peuple in debt already, and it 
ought not to be the policy: of the Goverument 
to encourage the practice. He -adverted fur a 
moment to the chances fur corruption 
among the loan agents who would be neces- 
sarv. Uuder the secoud way, he asked who 
were to be employed. Was there nerd ol 
canals and railroads? If it wouidu’t vay pri- 
vate capital to build them, would it pay the 
Government! But the tune would come where 
the men had to be. supported, and where fiat 
scrip, which didn’t cost anything and wasu’t 
worth auytbiug, had to be givea lor something 
which was worth suvarcthiug. The Goverumeut

value—pbo more make compensation for time 
and labor—thau it could create the stars. Noth- 
ing but Divine power could create anything; 
nothing but labor could create value or prop- 
erty. if the Goverument printed the tickets 
to-morrow, did them up in packages of a mili- 
ion, and shipped ope to every man, woman, 
and child iu the United States, su that all 
could get them next week, would we all be 
millionaires? Not much. [Lauchter.] The 
op@rations by which wealth was created, if 
doubled, could double the wealth; aud if the 
Goverument would do it, there was no limit. 

Mr. Nichol then referred to gome of the 
arguments used by the Fiatists, and the facts”’ 
quoted by them, showing plamy that the 
“facts” were lies. One of them was that 
32.000, 000. 000 of greenbacks had been burned, 
whereas the amount authorized to be issued 
was oniy 850,000,000, and all of them had not 
been put into circulation. He said that not a 
dollar in greenbacks had been destroyed and 
bonds putin their places. That storv was a 


. sheer fabrication, but it had great influence in 


exciting the people against the bondholders. 

He also relerred to some pamphlets issued by 
the Fiatists, which contained incendiary and 
Communistic sentiments,—advising their Clubs 
to exercise in drill, threatening to over- 
throw the Government.

CUSTOMS. 


The New York Investigation—Testimony of 
Sugar Importers, 

New Tonk, Sept. 18.—The Congressional 
Committee, of which Mr. Wood is Chairman, 
continued its inquiry to-day. Many sugar im- 
porters and refiners were present. 

Lawrence D. Turnure, of the firm of Moses 
Taylor & Co., believed the duty on- sugar was 
collected with vigilance and care. The sampling 
and classification of sugar isthe most difficult 
work, but it is as efficiently done as it coud he, 
and he could suggest no improvement. He 
does not believe the color standard is infallible, 
and he is of the opinion that the aid of the 
polariscope should be also called in. Our tariff 
has been the cause of the changing of colors of 
sugars. Producers have made their produce fit 
our tariff regarding color so that the higher grade 
of sugar is brought in at a lower rate of duty. 
He believed in having the rate of duty specific. 
He would have only three grades. He believed 
the present rate of duty an enormous one, 
being two and one-half cents a pound, or nearly 
70 per ceutum of the whole value of the article 
consumed. He thought a uniform rate of one 
cent a pound should be established. The reve- 
une, if the duty was reduced, would fall off 50 
per centum. A high fixed rate, such as three 
cents a pound, would ruin’ the American re- 
finer, and would drive the whole reiting busi- 
ness of the world into Cuba. 

Robert J. Hewitt, who submittad a long state- 
ment showing the Governihent lost nearly $15,- 
000000 by discrepancies in duties, etc., said his 
facts and figures submitted all were obtained 
from a Treasury Department statement. 

Theodore A. Havemeyer said facts and figures 
were not correct. 

Solon Humphrey. of E. D. Morgan & Co., be- 
lieved the — 2 about the frauds on the reve- 
nue immensely exaggerated. In fact, ne be- 
lieved they had no foundation for years past. In 
1870 the tarifl was 154, 2, and 2 cents a pound, 
according to color. Since then many sugar- 
growers of Caba and other places have vacuum- 
pans whereby their sugars become partly re- 
tined, while the color is not changed. This cen- 
tritugal sugar then comes into this market at 
the same rate of duty as ra sugars of other 
countries. although, owing te their beiut partly 
refined, they are worth more in the market. 
The Government probably loses 61, 400,000 a 
year by not getting tbe luli rate of duty on these 
centriluga! or partly-refined sugars. The profits 
all go to the producers im Cuba. ‘The total an- 
nual copsummption of sugar ip the worid is about 
2,100,000 tons, of which the United States takes 
100,000 tons. Merchants, in their transactions 
between each other, dont go by the Govern- 
ment weighers but by city weighers. His house 
alone would have saved this year mere than 
$7,000 if the Government weighers’ decisions 
could be accepted as correct. 

Osgood Welsh, of Philadeiphia, knew of large 
refiners who never imported any sugar. The 
whoic process of manufacturing sugars bas 
chauted so much that the present tariff is no 
longer a good one. He favored adopting a min- 
imum rate, and advancing it according to the 
degree of polarization. He did not believe 
there were any such frauds, and of such magai- 
tude, as have been reported. 

William T. Booth, of Booth & Edgar, refin- 
ers, said there was not a cargo of Mauilla sugar 
imported that had not two colors, and there was 
just as much room for fraud iu that grade as in 
the Cuba hogsfieads. Tere were man persons 
who would and could testify to facts before this 
Committee, but they were afraid, and yesterday 
a mau ip the trade told him he wanted to festi- 
fy, but was told his business would be ruined if 
he did. He knew there were frauds on the Gov- 
ernment, and knew persons who committed 
them, but as his information was of a confiden- 
tial nature he could not disclose his facts. 

Mr. Wood finally announced the sugar con- 
troversy closed, and adjourned the session until 
Mouday.

EDISON’S LAST MARVEL. 


Sending Cheap Light, Heat, and Power by 
Eiectricity—Illuminating Gas to Be Super- 
seded—EKdison Solving the Problem of Di- 
viding the Too Great Brilliancy from an 
Electric Machine. 

New York Sun, Sevt. 16. 


Mr. Edison says that be has dikcovered how 
to make electricity a cheap and prac\icable s 
stitute for illaminating gas. Many e 


men have worked assiduously in that direction, 
but with little success. A powerful electric 
light was the result of these experiments, but 
the problem of its division into many small 
lights was a puzzier. Gramme, Siemens, 
Brush, Wallace, and others produced at 
most ten lights from a single machine, 
but a singie one of them was found to 
be impracticable for lighting aught save 
large foundries, mills, avd workshops. It 
has been reserved for Mr. Edison to solve the 
diflticult problem desired. ‘This, he says, he has 
done within a few days. His experience with 
the telephone, however, has taught him to be 
cautious, aud he is exerting himself to protect 
the new scientific marvel, which, he says, will 
make the use of gas fur illumination a thing of 
the past. 

Mr. Edison, besides his power of origination, 
has the faculty for developing the ideas and 
mechanical constructions of others. He visited 
the Roosevelt pianoforte factory iu this city, 
and, while examining the component parts of 
the instruments, made four suggestions 80 
valuable that they have been patented. 
While in the mining district of the West, 
recently, he devised a means of deter- 
mining the presence of gold below the surface 
without resorting to costly and laborious boring 
and blasting. While on a visit to William Wal- 
lace, the electrical machine manufacturer, in 
Ansonia. Conu., be was shown the lately per- 
fected dynamo-electric machine for transmitting 
power by electricity. When rower is applied to 
this machine, it will not only reproduce it, but 
will turn it into light. Although said by Ed:- 
son to be more powerful than any other ma- 
chine of the kind known, it will divide the light 
of the electricity produced into but ten sepa- 
rate lights. These being equal in power to 4,000 
candles, their impracticability for general pur- 
poses is apparent. Each of these lights is in a 
substantia) metal frame, capable of holding in 
a horizontal position two carbon plates, each 
twelve inches long, two and a half wide, andwne- 
half thick. The upper and lower parts of the 
frame are insulated from each other, and one of 
the conducting wires is connected with each 
carbon. In the centre, and above the upper 
carbon, is an electro magnet in the circuit, 
with an armature, by means of which the upper 
carbon is separated from the lower as far as de- 
sired. Wires from the source of electricity are 
placed in the binding posts. The carbous being 
together, the circuit is closed, the electro mag- 
net ac ts, raising and lowering the upper carbon 
enough to give a bright licht. ‘The light moves 
toward the opposite end from which it starts, 
tuen changes and goes back, always moving 
toward the place where the carbons are nearest 
together. if from any cause the light goes out, 
the circuit is broken, and the electric magnet 
ceases to act, instantly the upper magnet falls, 
the circuit is closed, it relights, dnd separates 
the carbon again. 

Edisun, on returning home after his visit to 
Ansonia, studied and experimented with elec- 
tric lights. On Friday last his efforts were 
crowned with success, and the project that bas 
filled the minds of many scientific men for years 
was developed. 

‘| have it now!“ he said, on Saturday, while 
vigorously turning the handle of a Ritchie in- 
ductive coll in his laboratory at Menlo Park, 
“and, singularly enough, 1 have obtained it 
through an entirely different process than that 
from which scientific meu have ever sought to 
secure it.

With thé power vou can run 
an elevator, a sewing machine, or any otber me- 
chanical contrivance that requires a motor, and 
by means of the heat you may cook your food. 
To utilize the heat it will only be necessary to 
have the ovens or stoves properly arranged for 
its reception. This can be done at trifling cost. 
The dynamo-electric machine, called a tele- 
machon, and which bas already been described 
in the Sun, may be run by water or steam power 
ata distance. When used ina large city the 
machine would of necessity be run by steam 
power. I bave computed the relative cost of 
the light power and beat generated by the elec- 
tricity transmitted to the telemachon to be but 
a fraction of the cost where obtained in the or- 
dinary way. By a battery or steam power it is 
forty-six times cheaper, and by water power 
probably 95 per cent cheaper.”’ 

It has been computed that by Edison’s proc 
ess the same amount of light that is given by 
1,000 cubic feet of the carbureted hydrogep gas 
now used in this city, and for which from 62.50 
to $3 is paid, may be obtained for from 12 to 15 
cents, son will soon give a public exhipi- 
tion of bis new invention.

The Smoke Clearing Away from the Great 

Battle of, Tuesday—The Tories Again in 

Power, and Protection to Be the Guiding 
Star of the New Order of Things—Sorrow

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 18.—Additional returns 
received to-day go to augment the Opposition 
majority, and the new Government, when the 
House meets, will have a majority of between 
fifty and sixty. Among the prominent Mm 
terialists defeated besides those already men- 
tioned are the Hon. K. Blake, James Young, A 
H. Dymond, A. E. Irvin, and Mr. Woof, 
of Hamilton. Returns show that the Hon. 
William L. McDougiass, a leading Conservative, 
is elected. The Premier, the Hon. Alexander 
Mackenzie, is elected by a majority. Formerly 
he went in by acclamation. John B. Robinson, 
member-elect for West Toronto, has offered to 
resign his seat to make room for Sir John A. 
Macdonaid, and an offer comes from a British 
Columbia constituency to elect him by acclama- 
tion, should he consent to become a representa- 
tive ot that Province. The Globe regards the 
result of the election as a serious blow to the 
prosperity of the Dominion.

BEN BUTLER’S MISSION. 

Ben Borer is now placed in a position 
where he will play the most important part 
in the political drama of the next two 
months. ‘The success or failure of his bold 
and unscrupulous tactics will exert an influ- 
ence beyond the State limits of Massachu- 
setts, and go far towards determining for 
the country at large the status and aims of 
its political parties. His own conglomerate 
politics is typical of the disintegration of 
various political elements and the formula- 
tion of a new issue, or a bundle of issues, 
that threatens to wipe out of existence one 
of the twogreat parties that have been pitted 
against each other for the past thirty years. 
Born has claimed to be a Republican in 
politics ever since the outbreak of the Re- 
bellion, though he had previously been a 
Democrat of the most rabid character. He 
was elected to Congress as a Republican in 
1876. During the last session he gradu- 
ally broke away from the Republican 
party and afliliated with the Democrats, 
but carefully refrained from committing 
himself formally to the latter. In the mean- 
time he improved every occasion to pander 
to the Communistic element in his State, 
and to the sentiment in favor of absolute 
or flat paper, as the sole and exclusive 
currency of the country. He becamd re 
sponsible for Kranxxx as far as he dared, 
and boldly proclaimed his approval of the 
wildest schemes of the currency lunatics, 
including fiat money, taxation of the bonds, 
and payment of the Government debt in 
greenbacks. During all this while he 
courted the favor of, and earned a recogni- 
tion of his services from, the Democrats, by 
his persistent efforts as a member of the 
Potter Committee to fix the charge of 
fraud upon President Hares and those 
prominently associated with him in the ad- 
ministration of the Government. Burns 
avewed purpose has been to run for Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts as the candidate of 
the Communists, Fiatists, and Democrats, 
with a view to his later candidature for the 
Presidency under the same auspices. He has 
carried out his project to the extent of se- 
curing all the nominations for which he has 
intrigued ; and now comes the trial of strength 
in Massachusetts between the Republican 
party, representing all the conservative forces 
of Government and society, and the Nation- 
als, which include what we have heretofore 
designated Communists, Fiatists, and Demo- 
crats. 

Large numbers of individual Democrats all 
over the country, as well as in Massachu- 
setts, will repudiate Durier, and seek to de- 
fend the Democratic party on the ground 
that Burn captured the Massachusetts 
Democratic Convention by fraud and vio- 
lence. Nevertheless, he captured it, and 
thus signalized the first victory of fraud and 
violence, which are the principal weapons of 
the new party that he seeks to lead. The 
Democrats of Massachusetts had full warning 
of Borzxn's purpose. His intention to secure 
the Democratic nomination, as an appendage 
to the nomination by the Nationals (Com- 
munists and Fiatists), has been known for 
months,and has been encouraged by prominent 
Democrats of Massachusetts and elsewhere, 
in and out of Congress. It was with full 
notice of his candidature that the Democrats 
of Massachusetts elected delegates to the 
Worcester Convention; and, after the row 
and the secession of the anti-Buruer faction, 
he was nominated by acclamation and amid 
cheers, in a Convention representing seven- 
eighths of all the cities and towns and about 
three-fourths of all the delegates elected. 
The action of the Worcester Convention, 
then, may be fairly assumed as representing 
the bulk of the Democracy of Massachusetts. 
In spite of the advantage taken by the Bur- 
LER men, and notwithstanding the row that 
occurred, his nomination must be regarded 
as the deliberate action of the Convention, 
because it was made by so large a major- 
ity, and after the anti-Buriter men of the 
State had been at work for weeks to defeat 
this very outcome. 

Have the Massachusetts Democrats swal- 
lowed Born, or has Buriex swallowed the 
Massachusetts Democracy? We are inclined 
to accept the latter as the more accurate 
statement of the case. Burier declared his 
desertion from the Republican party, but ro- 
fused to join the Democratic party; he 
sought his nomination primarily at the hands 
of the Nationals, and his campaign will be in 
behalf of the doctrines represented by Kxrar- 
wey, so far as labor is concerned, and by 
Brick Pomeroy, so far as currency is con- 
cerned. The Democrats have accepted him 
strong party men a8 Cann Cusuine and 


It looks very much as though Burzuznr’s 


‘mission is to destroy the Democratic party, 


indications are that he will succeed 


“elected Governor, it will be mainly by 


Democratic votes, and it will be necessary for 
him to secure practically all of them in addi- 
tion to the Fiat and Communist vote he ex- 
pects in order to succeed; nevertheless, he 
will be elected even in that case as the 
National candidate, and the Democratic par- 
ty as such will have abandoned the field. If 
he be defeated, as he may easily be even if 
he receive the bulk of the Democratic votes 
(for Haves’ majority in 1876 was 41,286 in a 
total vote of 259,619, and Ricz’s majority 
last year 18,070 in a total vote of 184,454), 
then the country will still have had formal 
notice of Democratic affiliation. with 
Communism, Fiatism, and Butlerism, and 
the same odium that will drag it down in 
Massachusetts will operate similarly else- 
where. If the Democracy of the staid, 
proper, and conventional State of Massa- 
chusetts can stomach Borzmm and the doc- 
trines he represents, then Democracy in 
other parts of the country will be credited 
with the same gastric endurance. Hence the 
alternative for the Democracy seems to be, 
—<disgrace in case of Bururr’s defeat, and 
dissolution in case of his victory. 

The platform adopted at the Worcester 
Convention is the most inconsequential piece 
of political literature that has been promul- 
gated during the present campaign. To re- 
vert to such names as those of JerreRson, 
Mapison, and Jackson in a Convention that 
nominates Butter; to denounce fraud and 
corruption in a Convention which had been 
captured by fraud in the interest of a gang 
representing Communism; to call upon all 
„good citizens” to co-operate with the 
Democrats under the promise that they should 
not be held bound to the party, in a Conven- 
tion in which the party had committed Aari- 
kari,—all this is so illogical that it can only 
excite contempt. The platform is — 
the subject of currency, and properly so, for 
the Convention told the whole story by nom- 
inating Born. They thereby reaffirmed 
the platform of the Convention of the 
Nationals at Boston last week, which de- 
manded the repeal of the Resumption act 
and the issue of absolute money” ina 
volume determined by the population; con- 
demned the use of gold and silver for money, 
because they are ‘‘ commodities of shifting 
value avd articles of merchandise,” and in- 
ferentially advocated the payment of bonds 
in irredeemable fiat paper money. 

With the result of the Maine election clear- 
ly before them, the Democrats of Massachu- 
setts have adopted BorLzun, with all that his 
name implies at this time. Even a partial 
success in Maine of the doctrines he repre- 
sents has annihilated the Democratic party 
of that State, leaving the contest to the Re- 
publicans on the one hand, and on the other 
hand the Nationals, including Communists, 
Fiatists, and many that formerly called them- 
selves Democrats. Bortrn's success in Mas- 
sachusetts, if it be possible, will probably 
complete the suicide of the Democratic 
party; if not possible, his defeat will over- 
whelm that party with disgrace. The case 
seems to be made up, in spite of individual 
protests among the ‘Democrats; und the 
party, in taking Communism and Fiatism to 
its bosom, has warmed two serpents into life 
that will sting it to death. 


THE NEW BONDHOLDERS. 

The proprietorship or ownership of the 
bonded debt of the United States is under- 
going a change. When the bonds were ex- 
changeabie only for coin, and coin was at 
such a premium that it required $1.50, or 
$1.25, or $1.20, in paper to get 81 in coin, 
the purchase of a Government bond by per- 
sons of small means was comparatively a 
rare occurrence. Since the greenbacks have 
approximated to coin value, the purchase of 
bonds of $500, $100, and $50 have become 
more frequent, and since the difference be- 
tween coin and paper has got less than 1 per 
cent, the purchase of small bonds has rap- 
idly increased. We have already printed the 
statement of an officer of the Treasury, in 
which he furnished some interesting figures, 
illustrating the change in the comparative 
size of the bonds, and indicating the change 
in the ownership of the public debt. He takes 
the case of the first issue of Government bonds 
in 1862, they being then something of a nov- 
elty, and the bonds of 1865, Which were of- 
fered in exchange of the various forms of 
temporary securities outstanding, and the 
new 4 per cent bonds, now issued from the 
Treasury. He gives the average number of 
bonds of each denomination, representing 
each $10,000,000 issued, and the figures 
compare as follows: 


The increase of the number of the $100 
and $50 bonds, and the decrease of the 
number of bonds of the higher denomina- 
tions, indicates that the old bonds of the 
larger denominations, as they are called in 
and canceled, are replaced by those of the 
smaller denominations. The larger bonds 
are preferred by corporations and by per- 
sons and estates having large sums to invest, 
while the smaller bonds are generally taken 
by those whose immediate means are repre- 
sented by the sum of the single bond taken. 
The number of $100 bonds purchased in 
1878 is four times as great as under either of 
the previous loans, while that of the $50 bonds 
is twice as great. In 1862 the whole number 
of $100 and $50 bonds in each $10,000,000 
was 7,930, and in 1865 the number was 
7,880, while in 1878 the number is 24,930. 
The large proportion of these bonds will 
each ‘represent a holder or a family, thus 
showing the large increase in the number 
of persons holding a portion of the public 
debt. The aggregate issue of 4 per cent 
bonds will probably not be less than $600,- 
000,000, and if the proportion of 24,930 
small bonds to each $10,000,000 be maintain- 
ed, the number of those bonds, each represent- 
ing an average of one individual, will reach 
nearly 1,500,000. To this must be added 
the number of persons holding $100 and $50 
bonds of the 4} per cents and of the 5 per 
cents, and the probability is that in a com- 
paratively brief time there will be over 
2,000,000 of persons or families holding a 
$50 or a $100 bond of the United States. 

That this estimate falls short rather than 
exceeds probabilities it is necessary only to 
remember that the deposits one year ago in 
the savings banks of the country were over 
$1,200,000,000. One-third, perhaps, of this 
was in deposits exceeding $1,000 each, but 
the deposits of the great mass of other deposit- 
ors did not average over $125. The savings- 
bank system has since then experienced a 
serious shock; public confidence has been 
lost toa great extent; and the tendency is 
for persons of small savings to put their $50 
or $100 in a national bond, which, when 
registered, furnishes unlimited security 
both of principal and interest. If 
the bill authorizing bonds of $25 had 
passed Congress, a very large class of ver- 
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sons, whose savings do not reach $50, would | 


promptly seek that form of safe deposit. 
There is no reasonable doubt that the Treas- 
ury, if left alone, and permitted to receive 
green in exchange for bonds, wiil be 
able to retire ali the outstanding 6 per cent 
bonds, and replace them with 1 per cent 
bonds. Having accomplished that, there 
will always be a popular demand for a bond 
obtainable at par, and the issue of 4 per 
cents, or even bonds of a lower rate, may go 
on 80 long as there is a 5 per cent bond out- 
standing. 

The best army to, resist Communism, to 
arrest and punish disorder, to enforce law, 
protect personal liberty and property, and 
to maintain national credit, will be the army 
of three or four millions of persons each 
representing a family, and each holding, as 
the savings of his labor and his thrift, a na- 
tional bond for $50 or $100, or several of such 
bonds. By these persons the denunciations 
of Kearney and Burizr against the lech- 
erous bondholders” will be properly appre- 
riated and as properly and effectively re- 
sented. The national debt will be the prop- 
erty of the people, each man holding share 
in it, and each man directly aud pecuniarily 
interested in preserving the national credit 
and the national peace. 


THE MONEY OF FRANCE. 

The Groeenbackers are forever in their 
speeches referring to the financial prosperity 
of France, and generally attribute it to a 
supposed abundance of legal-tender paper 
money, which paper money they assert en- 
abled France to pay off her indemnity to 
Germany. We have more than once given 
the facts in relation to the French monetary 
system, and now reproduce the statement, 
and if the fiat-money peoplé can derive any 
comfort or any support to their views from 
it, they are welcome. To us the example of 
France farnishes the strongest proof that 
the best and wisest policy for any embar- 
rassed Government to pursue is to maintain 
the whole business of the country on a specie 
basis as firmly as possible. 

The Bank of France was founded and be- 
gun operations in 1796, with a capital of 
$0,000,000 of francs, It was a private cor- 
poration. Among its privileges was that of 
issuing promissory notes payable at sight. 
At that time there were several other banks 
in France authorized to issue notes. Ina 
few years the affairs of the Bank having 
been so well managed, it had increased in 
credit and in capital. In 1803 France 
adopted its present coinage system, and in 
the same year the capital of the Bank of 
France was increased to 45,000,000 frances, 
or 69,000,000, and the Bank was granted the 
exclusive privilege for fifteen years to issue 
bank notes. Three years later the capital of 
the Bank was doubled, and in 1808 it 
was required to open branches in the prov- 
inces. Branches were opened at Lyons and 
Lille, but were subsequently closed. In 
1808 the Bank obtained many additional 
privileges, lending the Government 40,000,- 
000 of francs, 

Subsequently the Government authorized 
the establishment of a number of free banks 
in the provinces, and many of these grew 
into profitable and flourishing institutions, 
and between 1845 and 1850 the Bank of 
France began the work of absorbing all these 
rival institutions. These branches of the 
Bank of France are now numerous enough 
to supply nearly every large town in the 
country. The original grant of the exclusive 
right to issue bank notes was renewed from 
time to time. In 188 occurred the memora- 
ble revolution which overthrew the monarchy 
of Loom Puwirrs and established the Re- 
public. Though there is no political 
connection between the Government and 
the Bank of France, and their re- 
lations are purely of a business char- 
acter, circumstances render it possible, 
if not necessary, for them to render mutual 
assistance, and the fact that either can, when 
necessary, obtain assistance from the other, 
gives to both that degree of popular confi- 
dence which has carried them through so 
many trials and difficulties. But the revolu- 
tion of 1848 produced, as was natural, great 
distrust ; the Bank had made large advances 
to the City of Paris and to the General Gov- 
ernment, and there was an immense run on 
the Bank. Specie was demanded for its 
notes. All France was convilsed,—the Gov- 
ernment in power at the time being merely 
provisional. ‘The preservation of the Bank 
was essential to the Government, and so des- 
perate and persevering was the run that te 
save both the Government and the 
Bank permission was given to tem- 
porarily suspend specie payments. Gov- 
ernment being alarge debtor of the Bank, 
the notes were made legal-tender during the 
suspension. The suspension was of brief 
duration; a permanent Government 
was soon established ; confidence was restored, 
and the Bank resumed specie payments in 
1851, and with resumption the bank notes 
veased to be a legal-tender. The depart- 
mental banks were consolidated with the 
Bank of France, and in 1857 the capital was 
increased to 182,000,000 francs, and the char- 
ter, with the exclusive right to issue bank 
notes, as extended to 1897. 

When the war with Germany began, the 
outstanding note circulation of the Bank 
was something in the neighborhood of 1,400, 
000,000 francs (or $280,000,000); the Gov- 
ernment, needing money, authorized an in- 
creased issue, and at the close of 1870 the 
outstanding notes were 1, 700,000, 000 frances 
(8340, 000, 000). In July, 1871, it had 
reached 2,000,000, 000 francs ($400,000,000), 
and before the year was out to 2,400,000,000 
francs ($480,000,000). Finally, the sum 
authorized to be issued was raised to 3,200,- 
000,000 frances (6640, 000, 000). This increase 
of the bank-note issues was in proportion 
to the increase of the debt of the Govern- 
ment to the Bank,—the extraordinary issue 
being loaned to the Government. 

The Government, in consideration of 
these loans of notes from the Bank, a:thor- 
ized @ suspension of specie payments, and 
made the bank notes a legal-tender, the 
Government contracting to repay the Bank 
in successive annual installments of 200,- 
000,000 francs, until such time as the debt 
to the Bank was reduced to 300,000,000 
francs (360,000,000), when the Bank should 
resume specie payments, and its notes 
should cease to be a legal-tender. The time 
estimated.in which the Treasury should thus 
repay the Bank was fixed at Jau. 1, 1878. 

The total increase in the amount of bank 
notes was about $360,000,000 of our money, 
and the highest amount of paper money au- 
thorized at any time was $640,000,000. The 
Government of France, as soon as it could 
do so after the war, addressed itself to the 
adoption of such measures as would secure 


‘the speediest resumption of specie pay- 


ments. It revised its revenue laws, in- 
creasing all the national taxes, and it 
offered national loans. Having paid 
off the Germans, the revenue, as fast 
as it was collected from taxes and from 
loans, was paid over to the Bank in bank 
notes, and these notes as fast as received 
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from the Government were oanoelod and 
destroyed hy the Bank, — che paper currency 
undergoing a steady and rapid contraction. 

The Bank, long before the time for re- 
sumption, began the work of contraction. 
It called in all the extraordinary issues, First. 
all the fiye-franc notes ($1) were called in 
and redeemed in silver; then the twenty- 
five-frane notes ($5), fifty-frane (810), 200- 
france ($40), and 100-franc ($20) notes were 
taken up and destroyed, and coin rapidly 
rushed into general ciroulation. On the 
ist of January, 1878; the Bank formally re- 
sumed specie payments, But had practi- 
cally done so years before. Specie pay- 
ments having been fixed to take place in 
January, 1878, and the amount of paper 
being constantly reduced, the bank notes 
never suffered any serious depreciation in 
value. On the first of February, 1875, one 
month after specie payments had been re- 
sumed, the Bank of France held:

And, in addition to this, the people of the 
country, who do not deposit their money in 
banks, had their stock of cash in silver five- 
frene pieces amounting to several hundred 
millions. 

Is there anything in this most admirable 
and successful management of the financial 
affairs of France that suggests a resort to 
fiat money? France tried fiat money in 
former days, and the statesman who would 
now advise a renewal of the experiment in 
that country would be short-lived in public 
confidence. France paid the German in- 
demnity and the domestic cost of the war by 
the issue of bonds and the collection of 
taxes. In five years after the Germans had 
withdrawn, France had canceled every legal- 
tender note in the country, had resumed 
specie payments, and the whole paper cur- 
reney (bank paper) was reduced to about 
$400,000,000, all of which is redeemable 
on demand in coin. We submit these 
facts, which convey their own lesson. France 
has an abundance of coin, which is in uni- 
versal circulation; has no national paper 
money; has no paper legal-tender money ; 
has a comparatively small sum of bank paper, 
redeemable in coin. We have nearly 
$700,000,000 paper of all kinds,—one-half of 
which is legal-tender,—and the salvation of 
the country, it is claimed, depends on issuing 
an indefinite number of additional millions 
of anew kind of paper, which is to be irre- 
deemable, and the advocates of this policy 
assume that this policy is urged by the ex- 
ample of France.

THE OPERA SEASON. - 

There seems to have been a hitch in the 
arrangements for the forthcoming season of 
opera in New York, outlined by Mr. Mapuz- 
son, the London manager. The New York- 
ers accordingly, who have not yet got over 
mourning the loss of Taomas,jwere all the 
more distressed by this fresh loss that 
threatened them, as they had counted upon 
the Marieson troupe to compensate for the 
departure of the great conductor to what 
they regard as a provincial city, although it 
can, like Chicago, outbid them two to one 
for a really good thing. The trouble in this 
instance was very much like that in the case 
of Taomas. It takes them a great while to 
find out what a good thing is, and when they 
have found it out, even then they don’t know 
enough to keep it. : 

The cause of the hitch appears to have 
been merely a financial one, which is usually 
the character of all hitches in Italian opera. 
Money makes the prima donna go as well as 
the mare. It is said that Mr. Mapixson is 
somewhat hard up, if such a plebeian term 
may be applied to an impresario. To place 
his troupe in New York he needed a certain 
amount Sf funds, which he requested the 
New York Academy management to advance, 
either in actual money or in equally solid 
guarantee, the guarantee being asked by his 
artists as a condition of their coming to this 
country, How the hitch was settled we do 
not know, but it has been, if any reliance 
can be placed wpon the word of so important 
a personage as Avaust Br.mont, the Presi- 
dent of the Academy. The musical banker 
informs the New York Herald that every- 
thing is lovely, and that the trumpets which 
have blown so loudly have not been 
flourished in vain; that Mr. Muap.irson 
is really coming to New York; that he 
will bring with him all the artists whom 
he has announced, and that the 
approaching winter will inaugurate an 
operatic revival unequaled since the 
days of the famous Astor-House Opera,” and 
this, too, notwithstanding Mr. Max Srnra- 
kosch's not very remarkable fears that Mr. 
Marzxsox will not be successful, Who ever 
knew a grocer that has long had the monopo- 
ly of a neighborhood willing to acknowledge 
that the new rival over the way would be 
successful ? 


While the opera-goers in New York were 
in the dumps it was not singular that the 
papers of that city reflected their disap- 
pojutment and seriously discussed the ques- 
tion whether Italian opera could ever be 
sustained in this country. With one accord 
they agreed upon the point that Italian 
opera is an exoticandaluxury. Of course, 
all this is very absurd. There is, in the first 
place, no longer an Italian opera. The so- 
called Italian opera is no more Ital- 
ian than the operas given by the 
Hess troupe. There are not a 
dozen important Italian singers on the stage 
in the world. ‘The repertoire is no longer 
distinctively Italian. The German has 
broken into it on all sides. Neither is opera 
necessarily a luxury or an exotic. It is th 
most popular of all amusements, and the 
most entertaining form in which music can 
be presented to the masses. The symphony 
has but a small and select constituency ; the 
opera is for every one. In nine cases out of 
ten, the success or fajlure of a season turns 
upon the price of the ticket. Just so long 
as managers have to pay extortionate 
sums to artists, they will have to demand an 
extortionate sum of the public, and just so 
long the opera will bea financial failure. It 
is a weapon that cuts two ways. If the 
manager has to pay the leading prima donna 
$1,000 or $1,200 a night, and three or four 
other leading artists in that proportion, of 
necessity the remainder of his troupe must 
be of poor quality, his accessories mean 
and tawdry, and his ensembles thin 
and weak. Between the grasping demand 
of the artist on the one hand and the flat re- 
fusal of the public to pay his prices on the 
other, the manager must go tothe wall. In 
this lie» the whole secret of operatic manage- 
ment at reasonable prices. Opera is not a 
luxury and can be made to pay, for there is 
no amusement so popular. When the man- 
agers by combination force down salaries, or 
when opera is subsidized by Government, it 
will pay. Until such time it will not, and 


that is all there is of It. Meanwhile, English | 


opera, which is cheap, has the field, although 
by the same anomaly it is no more English 
than Italian is Italian. 

The only mistake Mr. Marizson makes, as 
it appears to us, is in not commencing his 
season in Chicago. There is no other city 
in the country that will pay big prices with 
so little grumbling, or that can turn out so 
many people to a first-class entertainment. 
If Mr. Mapriesow finds any further difficulties 
in bis way, let him make his debut here and 
draw on Chicago at sight as the only city 
that is a general exception to the rule we 
have laid down. 

The New York Zvening Post of the 13th inst. 
contains some iuteresting details of the efforts 
to retain Tusopors Tomas in that city. A 
gentleman prominently connected with the 
movement to keep him informs that paper that 
he met Mr. Taomas and Mr. Nicnots together, 
and that the latter emphatically deelined to re- 
lease him from his contract, but that if Mr. 
Tuomas should say that he could not and would 
not go to Cincinnati, he did not think Mr. 
NicHOLs would persist in boiding him to his 
agreement. ‘Ihe same gentleman intimated 
that a freeh obstacle had arisen, however, which 
appeared to be insurmountable. When the 
matter of Keeping him was first broached, seven 
wealthy gentlemen of Brooklyn and New York, 
in business on Wall street, advised bis sto 
push the matter forward, and promised t far 
as the money was concerned it sneula be forth- 
coming when needed. The money is now need- 
ed, but it is not forthcoming, the seven exhibit- 
ing an unexpected degree of backwardhess in 
furnishing tne subscriptions. It isa little re- 
markable, if Mr. Tnomas has any intention of 
remaining, that, a lew days since, upon the 
recommendation of Ernani, he signed @ con- 
tract with Paoto Lavi, a young Sieillan 
teacher, educated at the Conservatory of Paler- 
mo, and favorably known as an instructor ani 
composer, to take the Professorship of vocal 
music in the Cincinnati College. So far 
as Mr. Tuomas is concerned, the Jost 
says: When asked what Mr. Tuomas said 
about the matter the gentleman said that he 
spoke very little on the subject. He seemed 
to think that it put him ina very unpleasant 
position, making it appear that he had used 
Cincinnati as a spur to New York. When the 
matter was first broached to him he was much 
surprised, and said that he would not have left 
New York if be could possibly have supported 
his orchestra. He would much rather stay in 
New York than go to Cincinnati.” It is some- 
what singular that a man who kmows his own 
mind as emphatically in musical matters should 
be so wavering in business matters. The up- 
shot of it all will be that some day he will get 
mad and go to Cincinnati though the heavens 


fall.”

The Hon. Grone GRIMMER, who was nom- 
inated for Congress by the Republicans of the 
Oshkosh (Wis.) District against *‘ Dircy-Shirt” 
Bouck, turns out to be ineligible on account of 
not having been naturalized in season. This is 
an unfortunate blunder, as the nomipation of 
Mr. GRIMMER gave great satisfaction to the 
people of the district, and promised success. 
The business of naming a candidate now rests 
with the Congressional Committee, and they 
will probably select one of four men, namely: 
The Hon. E. L. Browns, the Hon. D. M. K- 
LEY, the Hon. R. H. D. Porrsr, or the Hon. T. 
S. ALLEN. Mr. Browne is a well-known law- 
yer of Waupaca County, has been a member of 
the Wisconsin Senate, and has long been an 
aspirant for Congressional honors. Mr. Ket- 
LEY, of Green Bay, isa popular railroad man, 
who has been repeatedly elected a member 
of the popular branch of the State Legislature, 
and was a candidate for Speaker of the Assem- 
bly. Mr. Potrer has also been a member of 
the State Senate, and was the putative fatber of 
the notorious Granger Porrer”’ law of 1873 
that caused so much agitation and litigation. 
Gen. ALLEN served with distinction in the War, 
was four years Secretary of State, and is at 
present editor of the Da‘ly Northwestern, at Osb- 
kosh. Either Browne, KELUBy, or ALLEN 
would make an excellent and popular candidate, 
and at this distance from the field of battle it 
looks as if either of them might be elected over 
Bouck. Mr. Porrer will naturally be ruled 
out, as the railroad influence in the district 
would be solid against him. 


In old vro-slavery times the Southern slaves 
found from sad experience that the meanest 
men their taskmasters could employ as over- 
seers were the vagabond Yankees and Northern 
men who bad drifted South to make their for- 
tunes,—straggling carpet-baggers before civil 
war had coined the definition.

The 
Memphis Appeal indiguantly denies this foul 
charge, and says: 


No such ct‘'me bas been committed, and white 
women have not been reauced tu the necessity of 
taking negro men for nursés. The statement is a 
libel upou the negroes of Memphis, who have acted 
by us nobly as puilcemen and soldiers. 


A correspendent from Holly Springs (Miss.) 
has this paragraph in his letter: 

The treaa of Father Laurgy, of New Orleans, 
who steps into the homes of the poorest and rich- 
est, is soon followed by the Rev. Bex Brack, a 
colored man, whose service to the sufferers and 
sick bas proved invaluable.

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Sept. 18.—The Massachusetts Re- 
publican Convention at Worcester to-day nomi- 
nated ex-Goy. Thomas Talbot for Governor, put 
Speaker Loug up for Lieutenant-Governor, and 
nominated all the remainder of the present 
State ticket with the exception of Attorney- 
General Train, who, after long service, retires, 
to be succeeded by the Hon. George Marston, of 
New Bedford. The Convention was anusually 
harmonious, and in strong relief of the Demo- 
cratic riot of yesterday. All routine arrange- 
ments were made beforehand and carried out 
smoothly. The objection to having things 
of this sort cut and dried is more than 
balanced by the saving of time, and, 
since there was po struggle, no objection 
was made. Ex-Gov. Clafliu presided. Con- 
gressman Rice, of Worcester, was Temporary 
Chairman, and all the Senators and Represent- 
atives were prespnt as delegates, except Dr. 
Loring, of Salem, the illness of whose wiie has 
interfered with his publie duties lately. The 
address of Mr. Claflin was delivered with little 
animation, and awakened slight response. It 
was sound but not demonstrative, The Con- 
vention was a full one, 329 towns and cities re- 
turning 1,284 delegates. Mr. Claflin was doubt- 
less chosen to preside because he is 
to be the candidate for Congress in 
a doubtful district, Congressman Rice was made 
Temporary Chairman because it may give him a 
little prestige for his desired re-election, and 
Walbridge A. Field, who was unseated by the 
Democrats in Congress last spring, was put at 
the head of the Committee on Resolutions for 
similar political reasons. The first balot for 
Governor was informal, and the delegates voted 
by passing over the platform between the tell- 
ers. Thomas Talbot had 851, John D. Long 
, others scattering. Long’s strength being 
thus fully measured tothe satisfaction of his 
Tfiends, the informal balfot was made formal, 
sud the nomination unanimous. To make the 
ticket as strong as possibie, Long was then 
nominated for Lieutenant-Governor by a large 
majority over the other candidate. No person- 
al bitterness was manifested over these and sub- 
sequent rivalries, but all yielded reavily, and 
the party will go into the campaign fully united. 
Against the party wil! be the regular Democrats 
and the Butler men, tbe latter of whom receive 
severe censure among all order-loving people 
throughout the State for their violent 
capture of the hall yesterday. It is 
expected with good reason that should 
the campaign show that Butler is 
near an election, many regular Democrats wil! 
vo for Talbot out of pride for the State rather 
than have Butler Governor. 

In the Convention to-day Gen. Banks and 
Senator Dawes both spoke briefly.

Wrest Brnp, Wis., Sept. 18.—The Conven- 
tion was called to order at 11 o’clock by Mr. 
Nixon, Chairman of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. Gen. Hobart was elected Chairman, 
and Messrs. Aldrich of Milwaukee, Schneider of 
Wachington, and Ruppert of Ozaukee, Secre- 
taries. Immediately after organization Johu- 
ston’s name was withdrawn by Argus, of Mil- 
waukee. Deuster was nominated by acclama- 
tion and sent for. Hobart, introducing him, 
said he was a self-made man, who, unaided, had 
carved out his own fortune; that the conflict 
for the nomination had been sharp, but Deuster 
had won openly. He claimed the nomination 
as a victory for German-Americans, and ap- 
pealed to the Germans to stand by the nomina- 
tion, for the reason that Deuster was a Ger- 
man. Deuster, in accepting the nomination, 
said nothing whatever about politics, referring 
to twenty-five years of journalism as his record. 
The financial question was handled as follows: 

We betieve that all paper money should be based 
on gold and silver of standard weight and fineness, 
redeemadle in the same at the option of the hold- 
ers. We believe the Federal Government aione 
should issue ail paper money or currency used by the 
people. We believe that the quantity of currency 
should be regulated by the needs of business and 
the power of redemption. We believe that labor 
should be protected, and should be made secure in 
its reward by a sound, stable currency. 

After adjournment Deuster made a speech at 
the Washington House, claiming the largest 
majority in Milwaukee County it had given for 
four years. There was neither a crowd nor any 
enthusiasm during the Convention. Everything 
had been fixed for Deuster. 

EFFECT OF TITE NOMINATION.

Mi_wavker, Wis., wy 18. — Deuster 
returved irom West zend wih the. 
delegates. A procession of Germans with thir- 
ty or forty torches met him at the depot. and 
escorted him to the St. Charles German hotel 
A band of music executed a few staves, after 
which Mr. Deuster appeared on the piazza and 
made a short speech in German. He did not 
speak in English at all, notwithstanding several 
hundred American Democrats had cathered to 
wit ness the demonstration. The statements of 
Tue Tripune’s correspondence that this 
would be an exceedingly weak nomina- 
tion are more than verified by the ex- 
pressions to-night. The Ves, the only English 
Democratic paper here, will not support Deus- 
ter, at least for the present, but will wait to 
see what other candidates are in the ficld.

Magann, of the 
News, expressed himself emphatically in favor 
of a movement to elect William Pitt Lynde as 
an independent candidate. It will be recol- 
lected that Deuster and his newspaper bolted 
Lynde four years ago, when the latter was the 
Democratic candidate for Congress. It is now 
thought also that the Greenbackers will vomf- 
pate George H. Paul for Congress, and it is 
possible that all the opposition may unite 
on bim. Another name mentioned is that of 
Gen. E. W. Hincks, who has resided in this 
county for seven years, as Governor of the Sol- 
diers’ Home. He was formerly a Democrat, has 
been a Republican on war zquestions, and, by 
special appointment, went to Cincinnati and was 
tepublican National 
Convention which nominated Hayes for the 
Presidency.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA CASE, 

Bautimorns, Md., Sept. 18—In the South 
Carolina Railroad case to-day, at the conelusion 
of Mr. Corbin’s argument for the complainants, 
Judge Bond rendered nis decision in favor of 
the complainants for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver, 

The Judge says: There can be no Question 
that the defendant Company is insolvent. It 
has mortgaged all its property twice, and now 
labors under a mortgage debt of neat $6,000,000, 
and finally has made an assignment to a syndi- 
cate of the Directors of the road of all its bills 
receivable and available assets to secure the 
payment of a loan of $200,000. Ite insolvency is 
apparent. The necessity of a Receiver ap 
from the fact that the road has a floating debt 
of nearly $2,000,000, which is being rapidly 
reduced to judgments, and already this 
Court has been called upon by injunction to re- 
strain the floating-lebt creditors from seizing 
the road piecemeal, and destroying the security 
of the mortgage creditors. If a Receiver be not 


unctions as there are creditors, for there is ho 

ope that out of the incume the present manage- 
meut can pay the floating debt. It is to the in- 
tereat of the first and second mortgagees that a 
Receiver be appointed, if for nothing else than 
to prevent the property of the „which is 
security for their debts, from being frittered 
away in innumerable suits. The parties com- 
platuant have the right to the control of this hti- 
gation. it istoo late for the Trustees under 
the second mortgage, after the request from the 
bondholders and refusai to act, to come in after 
a suit is brought and offer to prosecute it. 

In the case of Richard vs. the Chesapeake & 
Obio Railroad, cited at Bar, complainants them- 
selves ed the Court to allow the Trustees to 
proceed, and the Court complied. But there is 
no such consent here, and the conduct of the 
Trustees in delaying so long after a knowleage 
of this road’s complete bankruptcy is at least 
no recommendation for admission to conduct 
this suit. The road is bankrupt. The security 
of this second mortgage is not adequate, it 
seems to me, for its payment, and the property 
of the road is liable to seizure at every point by 
bolders of the floating debt. These facts call 
for the appointment of a Receiver. 80 far as 
the injunction is concerned which complainants 
pray for in their bill, I shall issue it with the 
modification that it apply only to the second 
mortgage bonds of the railr received by de- 
fendants as collateral security for debts of the 
Company, which bonds bave been received 
directly from the Company or its officers. 

Judge Bond suggested that parties be named 
by counsel from which a Receiver would be ap- 
pointed. Richard Lathers, of New York, was 
named by complajnants’ counsel, Respondents’ 
counsel nemed first, William J. Magrath, pres- 
ent President of the road, when Judge Bond 
said no officer of the road would be appointed 
Receiver. Respondents then named Bentley D. 
Hasell, of New York, and if there was objection 
to him, they named John H. Fisher, of New 
York, who was Keceiver of the Atlanta & Char- 
lotte Railroad. The Judge said he would an- 
nounce the appointment hereafter. 


THE RECEIVERSHIP BUSINESS, 

CrincinnaTi, Sept. 18.—Judge Baxter, of the 
United States Court, in passing upon an appli- 
cation to allow the Receiver of a railroad to be 
garnisheed, took occasion toremark that the 
practice of placing railroads in the hands of Re- 
ceivers is altogether too common. It had be- 
come a great evil. He cited the case of a rail- 
road iu Georgia, which cost $15,000,000. The 
Receiver, who was in charge for three years, 
issued certificates of indebtedness to the value 
of $1,500,000, and when the road was sold the 
proceeds were not sufficient to pay the certi- 
ficates. In another case, in Detroit, a road cost 
over $8,000,000. When the road came to be sold, 
eminent counsel requested the Judge to fix 
the minimum price for the sale, suggesting that 
said price should be a sum sufficient to cover 
the charges of the Receiver and his lawyer. 
Judge Baxter said be had observed that when a 
Receiver got possession he generally ran the 
road for the benetit of himself and his employes, 
inciuding the attorneys, and he (the Judge) 
would bereafter see that there should be a re- 
form in his circuit for the benefit of the credit- 
ors and stockholders. If the proceedings to 
sell and realize were not vigorously pushed to a 
conclusion, be would vacate the Keceivership 
and give the roed back to the Company. Great 
interest is manifested in this deliverauve of the 
Judge by railroad people.

Lighter Currency Orders and 
Smaller Discounts. 


Secretary Sherman’s Four Silver 
Orders. 


The Produce Markets Less Active--- 
Provisions W ---Hogs Tame. 


Grain Easier, but Closes Stronger. 


FINANCIAL. 


Lighter country orders for exchange and cur- 
rency, and smaller offerings of city paper for dis- 
count, and country paper for rediscount, were 
the features of business in financial circles. New 
York exchange sold between banks at 50c per 
$1,000 discount. Rates of discount at the banks 
were 6@10 per cent. The clearings were $3, 300, - 
000. 

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S SILVER CIRCULARS. 

The text of Secretary Sherman's back-track 
silver circular is as follows: 

TREASURY DeParTMeENT, Orvicr or Tae SECRE- 
TARY, WasHIneTon, 1 13. — Ide Hon, James 

Gilfllan, Treasurer Uuited States—Sin: Some 

uestion has been made whether the issue of silver 
dollars in exchange for United States notes before 
Jan. 1 next isin entire accordance with the legis- 
lation of Congress ring on the subject: and 

therefore vou will please postpone the execution 
of the Department order of the 3d instant until 
furtbér instructions, and withhold from tranemia- 
sion to Assistant Treasurers the order of the 7th. 
— Bin dollars will be iseued as heretofore in the 
of silver bullion, in payment of coin lia- 
—— and in the mode pointed out in your order 
of July 19, as modified. With a view to their pay- 
ment on currency liabilities, you will request that 
each disbursing officer estimate the amount he can 

conveniently disburse. Very reepectfully, 

JOHN SHERMAN, Secretary. 

This circular was followed by another in which 
120 National Banks were designated as depositories 
through which silver dollars are to be put into cir- 
culation. Secretary Sherman in two weeks put out 
four orders on this subject. The first was dated 
Sept. 3, and provided for the shipment, at the ex- 
pense of the Government, of silver dollars in 
sume of $1,000 up to $10,000 to persons deposit- 
ing legal-tenders, and also for the redemption of 
National-Bank notes in standardsilver. The next 
order, that ot Sept. 7, made a clean sweep of all 
previous limitations of the use of silver, and was 
to set in operation on Sept. 16 the full redemption 
of legal-tenders in silver. On Sept. 13 the orders 
of Sept. 7 and Sept. 3 were revoked, and the dis- 
tribution of silver was restricted to the terms of 
the order of July 19. As the circulation of silver 
is for the present carried on under this order, it is 
bere given in full. 

TREASURY OF THE Uniteno States, Wasnine- 
rox. D. C. July 19. — For the present, the foilow- 
ing- named National Banks la list accompanies the 
order) designated depositories of the United 
states, will de supplied by the Treasury, upon 
their application, with standard silver dollars from 
the Miat, free of expense. 

It is expected that the coin furnished as above 
will be put into circulation in exchange for United 
States and National-Bank notes, in lieu of $1 and 
$2 notes, by being furnished to public disbursing 
oilicers. to mannfacturing ana other establish- 
ments and persons, for use in place of small notes; 
to Other banks and bankers for distribution in like 
manner by them, and for all purposes as cur- 
rency; but not directly for the purpose of being 
used in making those payments to the Government 
which are required to be made in coin. 

The Assistant Treasurers of the United States— 
except the Assistant Treasurer at San Francisco— 
are also authorized to use the standard silver dol- 
4 . their vaults for the purposes approved in 
this circu 

United States disbursing agents and paymasters 
who obtain funds for disbursement from Assistant 
Treasurers or depositories are requested to pro- 
cure standard silver dollars, when practicable, for 
disbursement in lieu of small notes.

TRADE AND THE YELLOW FEVER. 

Chicago trade has suffered bat little from the 
yellow fever, as the largest part of our Southern 
trade is with Texas and southwestern pointe not 
reached by the plague. But New York suffers 
heavily. e papers there report an almost total 
cessation of their Southern trade. Southern mer- 
chante in New York have made up their minds to 
wait till the fever subsides before making any pur- 
chases. The consequence is that no goods to 
speak of bave been sold in Mississippi, Louisiana, 
and Tennessee. Until the yellow fever gained 
headway trade had been very good. When busi- 
ness opens, dealers in wooien blankets, beds. 
ticking..and similar articies, large quantities of 
which have been destroyed inthe infected dis- 
tricts, expect to have big orders. It is encouraging 
to note that the New York merchants report that 
the increase in their Western trade has nearly made 
good the deficit in that with the South. 

NEW YORK DISBURSEMENTS OF CURRENCY ro 
THE WEST. 

The New York World says: 

However welcome the news would be that a 
healthy trade demand existed for the large — — 
which now finds employment only in Wall street 
and at unprofitable rates, it must be confessed that 
the time has not yet come. After a loss in three 
weeks of $6,168,600 in legal-tenders, mostly to 
the West, the abundance of money seems practi- 
cally as great as ever, and the improvementin New 
York exchange at St. Louis and Chicago indicates 
that shipments of currency to those centres may 
soon Cease, at least for the present. 

KANSAS PACIFIC BONDS, 

The application of the Kansas Pacine Railway to 
Dave their second mortgage land-grant bonds 
placed on the call of the New York Stock Exchange 
has been granted. The Stock List Committee has 
ordered that they be placed on the call, and be 
called with coupon certificates $157.50, in lieu of 
the first maturing seven coupons.

* NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Executive Council of this body met in Port- 
, on the 3d inst., and adjourned on the 
Sth. H. A. Hill, the acting Secretary, has fssued 
a circular from which we extract the following: 


Congress not being now In session, the time of the 
Counci! at Portiand was given tor the most part to 
the consideration of plans for promoting the future 
efficiency of the Board, and for extending its influence. 
To secure these ends, it was determined that a special 
and vigorous effort should be made to bring witain the 
membership all the commercial boards and chamoers 
in the United States. It was the unanimvuus feeling. 
that in view of the very hopeful and encouraging 
promise of improvement in general business, which, 
after the depression of the last five years, is beginning 
to dawn upon the Nation, the assistance of the Na- 
tional Board of Trade would be required, even more 
than it has been during the last decade, as re resent- 
ing the local organizations, and, through them, the 
prominent and active business men of our cities 
and centres of trade, transportation aud manufacture, 
in all legisiative and other measures looking to the 
advancement of our material prosperity, and its per- 
manent maintenance upon sound and stable founda- 
tions. No organization less widely aud favorably 
known than the National Board of Trade, and no com 
mercial convention called temporarily in behalt of 
some local or special interest can reasonably expect to 
exert a powerful and successful influence at Washing- 
ton. or to give such authorized and emphatic utter- 
ance to the united voice of those engaged in the incer- 
nal and foreign commerce of the country as shall be 
heard and heeded by Congress and the Executive. It 
is conceded on every band that the National Board of 
Trade has done much valuable work hitherte, which 
could not have been done so well, if at ali, but for 
its agency: its opportunities for the future are likely 
to be no less important and impressing man those of 
the past have been, and it is hoped they will be met 
with at least equal prom ptuess and energy.

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O’BRIEN INQUEST. 


Statement of the Officer Who Did 
the Shooting. 


What Other Witnesses Have to 
Say on the Subject. 


Coroner Deitzsch presided in person yester- 
day at the Twenty-second Street Sta- 
tion st the inquest in the case of the taking-off, 
last Sunday. of Billy O’Brien, the kid,“ who, 

to all accounts, Was one of the smart- 
est of gneak-thieves to be picked up auywhere. 
The room was pretty well crowded with police- 
officers, curious outsiders, and the swarm of 
relatives and friends of the deceased, including 
his wife, who was in mourning, and his father, 
who kept near the Coroner, and who now and 
then bad a question to suggest. City Attorney 
Tuthill was present as the city’s representative, 
and virtually looked after the interests of its 
servant, Officer Jones, occasionally suggest- 
ing to the Coroner a line of inquiry which was 


forthwith followed up. 
OFFICER WILLIAM HENRY JONES, 

Star Sl. patrolman at the Twenty-second Street 
Station, was the first witness called. He testi- 
fied that op Sunday afternoon last, about 2 

o'clock, he was coming south on State street, in 
company with Detective Elliott. Both he and 
Filjott were on duty. In front of No. 870 State 


street, north of Eighteenth, they met young 
O’Brien, who pulled down his head, and ap- 
peared to push his collar down behind as he at- 
— to pass them. Witness said to his 
com papion, ＋ That's O'Brien.“ Thev had been 
talking about him for some ume, there having 
been a good deal of stealing done of late, and 
the work looking like his. Witness stepped up 
to O’Brien, and told him to hold on, that 
they wanted him at the station. O’Brien 
asked what he was arrested for, and wit- 
ness said it was on general principles. 
They bad had the order to arrest O’Brien on 
sicht from Lieut. Bontield, having suspected 
him of larcenies and robberies, and being pre- 
pared to bring witnesses to identify him. After 
the witness’ reply, O’Brien asked him to take 
him toa house on Fourth avenue, the number 
of which he couldn't tell the witness, although 
be represented that he wanted to go there and 
see his father and some friends, who would 
bail him. Witness demurred, saying it was his 
duty to take prisoners direct to the station. 
When they got to the station, witness added, 
the prisonér might send for his father if he 
chose. O’Brien said he thought this was hard, 
and the witness said he was sorry he couldn't; 
that to do it was more than bis situation was 
worth. O'Brien then walked along quietly until 
they got within about thirty feet of Butterfield 
street and Archer avenue,—a walk of about 
three blocks,—one officer walking on each side 
of him, and the witness holding him by the 
sleeve. At this point the prisoner made a jump 
forward, broke away, and ran north on Butter- 
field street, saving, as he broke a ay, —— 

— you, Pilgo any way.” In breaking & 
he jumped off the sidews!k and ran diagonally 
across to Butterfield street. Witness called on 
him to halt, when O’Brien, who was about fif- 
teen feet away, threw his hand back into his 
right hip- pocket, bringing his hand smartly 
again in front. Witness thought he drew a re- 
volver; so he pulled up his own revolver, again 
called to him to halt, and firea a random shot. 
O’Brien didn’t stop, however, and was gaining 

on his bursuer, who fired another shot at him 
just as he was jumping up on the side- 
walk on the other side of the street. 
In firing, the witness pointed to the ground. 
O’Brien, after the second shot, threw up his 
cried, I'm shot,“ and the witness ran 

to him and picked him up, rather carefully, 
however, as he suspected O’Brien was playing 
bim. so as to get witness to stumble 

over him. Witness couldn’t swear that O'Brien 
pulled a revolver, and none was found on him. 
‘the shots were fired merely to scare him. Had 
be got in between two houses, near where he 
fell, he would have gone in behind a lot of 
shanties, and the officers couldn’t have got him 
again. All this time both officers thought he 
was fooling. They picked bim up. and he 
walked well enough to Arnold street, from 
which point they had to carry him to the sta- 
tion. When near there, wituess called to 
Officer Leonard to run and get a doctor. 
Before the physician came, the officers 
examined him and found he had been shot in 
the back. At O’Brien’s request a priest was 
sent for. When witness asked him in the sta- 
tion why he hadn’t stopped, be said. I thought 
I could get away, but you plugged me.” The 
order to bring him in when caught was given 
about a week ago Sunday, the recent thieving 
work looking like that of O’Brien, who was 
known to be one of the most expert of thieves, 
and who was called “Jimmy Carroll's kid.“ 
There had been complaints received of these re- 
cent thefts, and the descriptions of the sus- 
pected party, together with the style of the 

work, led the officers to think it was O’ Brien. 

The testimony had first been read over to the 
officer, who signed it, when the little room was 

startled by the voice of a young woman in black, 

sitting just back of the jury. She was weeping 
and moaning piteously, at tirst, but at this point 
in the midst of her sobbing, she leaned forward, 

aod, with a voice of grief ‘and anger, cried out, 
“My curse on you. You have taken my hus- 

band away, you yillain, you; but you'll get 
your justice yet. 

The officer iooked on stolidly at this outburst,

Detective K. J. Steele testified to some of 
O'Brien's previous thieving exploits and his ar- 
rests therefor, describing him generally as a 
very slick sneak-thief. 

Capt. O'Donnell testified that he had known 
Biliy O’Brien since the fall of 1869, and had ar- 
rested him at the corner of De Koven and Ciin- 


the name of “ Willie John.” Witness found him 
under the bed in-a house at the above place, ar- 
rested him, searched him, ana found 
in his boots some rings, which 
were identified by a Mr. Coons as 
property. He was taken to the West Twel 
Street Station, and subsequently received a 
sentence from the Criminal Court or went to 
to the Bridewell. He was arrested on several 
other occasions while the Captain was at West 
Twelfth street, and at other times, and was 
known to the police as a slick thief. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

After a recess of ten minutes, Mrs. Eleanor 
Fassner, living at No. 900 Butterfield stre et, 
testified that she saw two men running after a 
third and younger man on the Sunday alternoon 
referred to. She heard no cries of halt,“ but 
she heard the shooting, and the young man 
cried ““ Father, father,” and fell down. 

William Mullally, who was st: uiding at the 
corner of Twentieth and Butteriield streets, 
heard two shots, ran up, saw a boy failing and 
two men coming and picking bim up. They 
dragged him along four or five feet, and when 
= reached the sidewalk he got up. 

rs. Mary Frawley, living at No. 985 Butter- 
ona” street, testified that afte? the first shot 
O’Brien wheeled and ran away from the officers 
backwards, crying, 0 God, let me live. 
Then came the other shot, and he fell on ove 
knee and his side in the ditch. The officers ran 
up, jerked bim on to his feet, and dragged him 
as far as Archer avenue. When O’Brien fell 
she heard him say, lle hit me.” 

The witness, in the course of her explana- 
tions, managed to contradict herself so perfect- 
ly and to completely muddle her testimony that 
the Coroner threw it all out. 

Mrs. Catharine Dolan, living in the same 
neighborhood, testified that the officer stood 
right beside oO’ Brien When he tired the second 
shot,—near enough to catch him, she thoucht. 
She, too. heard the boy say. Let me live,“ and 
saw the officers drag him to Archer avenue. 

Fred Ebert. of No. 987 Buttergeld street, 
heard the tirst shot, and saw the boy running 
toward the ditch. He thought the boy was 
about to turn around. Then be heard the sec- 
ond shot fired and the boy fell down. How far 
away the officers were when the shots were fired 
he couldn’t say. The boy managed to say, after 
falling, that he wanted to see his father before 
he died. Then the two officers came, jerked 
him up, and dragged him along as though he 
had been a piece of wood. A youDg Woman was 
visiting at witness’ house at the time who saw 
the affair. and who was to have been present 
and testify. 

AN ABSENT WITNESS. 

The Coroner asked who she Was. 

Mr. O'Brien, pater, said she had been present 
but had gone away, having been persuaded so 
to do by Otlicer Jones. 

The latter was about to deny anything of the 
kind, but Mr. Tuthill did that for him, adding 
that the facts were all the other way. 

Mr. O’Brien went on to say that he had seen 
this witness talking with Officer Jones, and that 
after several of these conversations she had de- 
parted. In his opinion, she had been persuaded 
to go away, and he intimated that there had 
been a financial transaction that settled the 
business. 

Mr. Tuthill said be had spoken with the wit- 
ness, who could only testify as had Officer. 
Jones, Officer Elliott, and the little boy. There 
had been no persuading, and no need of any. 
her statements being the same that she had 
made from the first. 

The Coroner shut off the talk and announced 
that, in order to make it satisfactory all around, 
the inquest would be adjourned until this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

The reporter was told at the station that the 
woman was approached.by O’Brien in the sta- 
tion and labored with to some extent for the 
purpose of getting her to testify as had the last 
few witnesses on the stand. She stoutly main- 
tained that to so testifv would be to swear to 
what was false, and she went to Officer Jones, 
told him what had occurred, and was questioned 
by Mr. Tuthiil; who ascertained that her testi- 
mony would fully corroborate that of the offi- 
cers and the little boy. She was told to wait in 
the station, but becoming tired of hanging 
around, went home before the hour of adjourn- 
ment. She will probably take the stand tbe 
first thing this morning.

transactions which involve the Committee in the 
greatest trouble are those growing out of 
the publication of certain books for Dr. Redford 
on his individual account, by himself as Agent 
of the Publishing House, and the large sales by 
him to said Publishing House of the said books 
when published. The method of publication 


and sale of these books as conducted 
by Dr. Redford was wrong in principle 
and practice, and a very great 


pecuniary loss has resuited therefrom to the 
Publishing House, in throwing upon ite shelves 
not only the plates of some of said books, but 
also a large amount of the books themselves. 
when the former wil! never in ali probability be 
needed for future editions, and there will be 
little or no sale for the latter, especially when 
it appears that Dr. Redford reaped t very large 
pecuniary profit from said publication, amount- 
ing to some $19,000. He advanced the money 
to pay any nem of expense connected with the 
publication, but all was borne by the 
Publishing House, and, when the various books 
were finished, almost the entire edition of each 
work was at once transferred to the 122 
tlouse at a very large profit, and Dr. Redford 
account credited for the same, and charged with 
the cost of bringing out said books. To il!us- 
trate, it cost hin per volume to publish Metb-

COMPLAINTS OF DISCHARGED WORKMEN. 

Among the numerous complaints made by dis- 
charged empieyes against the head men upon the 
Custom- House work was one made yesterday that 

the master mechanic, and Spalding. the 
were acting in concert and 
‘*bouncing™ a great many old soldiers, 
particularly Germans, that they would lay off a 
phalanx of fifteen or twenty men on a Saturday 
night, and hire as many more new ones Monday 
morning, and that taney had cut painters down from 
$1. 50 to $1.20 per day, when there was an under- 
standing that the lowest price — to laborers 
snould pe $1.50 per day, and at the same time it 
was claimed they paid their frienas $1.75 per day. 
A reporter questioned Gen McDowell upon this 
subject yesterday, and received the fellowing re- 
ply to the charges: Said he. When I came 
nere 1 found that men employed upon the 
work were nearly all Germans. They were 
undoubtedly ‘old soldiers,’ for they did nothing 
but soldier on their work all day. I had express 
orders from the Department to get the work done 
as cheaply as possibile [the orders were shown}, 
and was told that it was costing entirely too much. 
Why, there wae a lot of laborers engaged — 
or daubing the iron-work over with a cheap re 
paint. I looked the work over. The men were 
not painters, but laborers. I found, at the rate 
the men worked and the pay they received, it was 
costing 16 cents a yard, or, rather, eight cents a 
lineal foot. to paint the iron beams anda 
rafters,—that is, to daub on the mix 
ture. Those men who are upon the 
roof are painters. and for risking their lives there 
they get $2. IL also looked at the brick work, ana 
I found that it cost from $5 to $7 for every thou- 
sand of orick laid. The men were diviaed up into 
knots and cliques, and were virtually running tne 
work themselvee. There was practically no Super- 
intendent; the worknien did as they pleased. If 
one of them got discharged he ran to ope of the 
newspapers and preferred charges against the man 
in charge, and in this way they ruled with a high 
hand. 1 immediately saw that I had either 
got to submit or have a fight. re- 
solved upon the latter course, and thought 
would see whether! was boss or whether the 
workmen were going to run me. I saw that the 
head men and timekeepers were in with the men, 
and I at once discharged them and put in others. | 
reduced the wages to $1.20 per day for eight 
hours’ work, which is more than they are paying 
outside for the same kind of work. It is true that 
men have been discharged Saturday night and 
others taken on Moaday morning; but it was 
where one kind of work was finished, or nearly 
finished. and another kind about to be commenced. 
And this is the truth of the whole matter, said 
Gen. McDowell.

PROBABLE SUICIDE. 
DEATH OF B. W. FAY. 

About a quarier after 7 last evening, a shot was 
heard by Joseph Woiverton, the watchman for Le- 
opold & Austrian’s line of steamboais, who was 
inside their building, at the foot of Wasnington 
street, changing bie clothes. He had previously 
heard footsteps on the dock. and concluded that 
there was but one person walking. After the shot 
there was quiet, and though he listened attentive - 
ly, he heard no one running away, or anything 
eise that indicated that any person was 
leaving the place.

The proprietor of the Ogden House said he saw 
Mr. Pay yesterday morning between 7 and 8 
o’clock. hether he went to breakfast or not he 
could not say.

Mr. Pierce, the night clerk, saw bim at half- 
past 6 o'clock on Fifth avenue, between Randolph 
and Washington streets. He appeared at that 
time to be ‘* perfectly straight, so says the clerk, 
who knew that Mr. Fay was occasionally prone to 
habits of over-indalgence in the flowing cup. 

Me. Clark, who was employed by the deceased, 
who kept the hat and cap store at No. 116 Clark 
street, in the capacity of a salesman or.clerk, says 
he has occasionally heard Mr. Fay give way to 
some despairing utterances, such as saying he 
wished he was dead, and the like. He had failed 
in business in New York, said Mr. Clark, and 
trade here was running very low for a time. Fay 
looked generally jovial and genial with all his 
friends, but he “was op with business 
troubles. Mr. Clark refrained from expressing an 
opinion on the subject, but it Was pretty easy to 
see that he did not put much faith the theory 
that his employer had been murdered. 

Mrs. Fay, the policeman said, was principally 
interested over the point of having her husband's 
remains properly conveyed to his home in the East, 
„She appears to take the matter very calmly, 
said the officer, —but what does a policeman know 
about a woman's feelings from her looks? The 
watch and chain of the deceased bad been left in 
the keeping of his wite for several days, and 80 
were all the insurance papers, —naturally enough. 
According to Mr. Clark, the salesman, he was not 
in the nabit of carrying mach money about with 
him, for the reason that he had usually very little 
to carry. He was in the habit, it appears, of 
drinking quite freely, although he had by no means 
the reputation of being a drunkard. He was never 
seen in a condition when he could not take good 
care of himself, and when last seen alive he ap- 
peared to be quite sober. - 

The chambermaid of the hotel, who took care of 
Mr. Fay's rooms, stated last evening that he had 
two revolvérs, which, on the supposition that he 
had committed suicide, might form alivk in the 
chain of evidence. But then it would have to be 
seen whether the other revolver had disappeared 
or not,—and Mrs. Fay positively declined to be 
interviewed on the subject. No weapon was found 
near him, but it might haye fallen into the water. 

The inquest will be held this morning at the 
Morgue, where the body lies, and mach interest 
will be felt in the investigation of facts surround- 
ing this mysterious affair. 

THE WOUND. 

A reporter visited the Morgue last night and sur- 
veyed the corpse as it lay stretched upon the mar- 
ble slab. Its appearance was ghastly and revolt- 
ing. The clothes had not been removed nor the 
blood and soil wasned away. From the holes 
on either side of the head, from the ears, 
and from the mouth blood had flowed 
freely and clotted in the hair and upon the sides of 
the neck and the back and sides of the head. The 
face was, in the dim light of the candle held by 
the keeper of the place, of a peculiarly ashen and 
cold hue, the mouth tightly closed. An examina- 
tion of the wound showed that the pistol which 
carried the missile that caused the death must have 
been either a large or very strong one, or one pos- 
sessing both qualities, for the wound was large 
where the ball entered just behind and above the 
right ear, andthe hole caused by the exit of the 
ball ata point just in front and about on a level 
with the middle of the left ear was also of 
considerable size. hair about the woand did 
not appear to be singed, nor were powder marks 
visipie on the —1 * n stature the dead man was 
of about medium hight, and of a close, though 
not stout, build. He had a pleasant, intelligent 
face, with a Roman nose. He wore a chin beard, 
tinged with gray, as was his hair, and 
was dressed in a neat dark suit of 
clothes. The wound was 80

ble for Mr. Fay to have sbot himself without sing- 
ing his bairand powdering his scalp. He might 
have shot through the rim of his hat, and that 
might have kept off the flre and powder. The 
ball, as before said, took a slightly-downward 
range, there being just about the length of an ear 
between the hight of the wounds.

the case as he had deen told them. He repeated 
substantially all that tue officers and his clients had 
gleaned, and told howthey had gotten their infor- 
mation, some of which was printed in these 
colamns two days ago, and some of which was 
not. He was not before the jury, how- 
ever, in the capacity of a witness, but simply 
to post the jury asto what evidence they might 
expect to elicit from the witnesses he named.

Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Reed distinct- 
ly stated toa Tutu reporter, the other day, 
that work upon this building would not be delayed 
on account of the strike among stone-cutters, and 
that a 32 of material was prepared ahead 
sufficient to outlast a reasonable delay, it was as- 
certained yesterday that the work on the City- 
Hall is practically at a stand-still in consequence 
of not having stone enough to complete the laying 
of the sixth course and prepare it for the 
belting course and the iron work. They have been 
delayed now for three days on account of this; 
not a stone bas been laid tor that length of time 
and the gang of bricklayers will have to be laid o 
Saturday night at least, if not before.

DESTITUTION. 
NO. 285 BRIE STREET 
is situated in one of the poorest of the many poor 
neighborhoods in the northwestern part of the city. 
Thereaboute do Irish, Germans, and Swedes min- 
gle in the common fraternity of squalor and dirt. 
And at night how much darker is the picture than 
by day! All along that labyrinthine and gloomy 
byway, North Elizabeth street, there ascend noi- 
some smells, and an occasional candle-light ina 
tenement window reveals glimpses of bare furni- 
ture, shag¢y-headed men, pale women, and razged, 
crying children. Ascending the devious route of 
Kiizaveth street, a representative of this paper 
yesterday evening stumbied over broken sidewalks, 
brushed past one or two shadowy forms, and came 
to a standstill at last under a friendly gas-lamp 
at the corner of Erie. Inquiry of a passer- 
by resulted m the discovery of No. 285. 
a low wooden shanty nearthe corner. The upper 
Joor was reached by a flight of shaky steps out- 
side. A knock at tne door received no response, 
and the visitor pushedit open. A candle, stand- 
ing on a rude bureau, shed a feeble light around 
the room. The floor was bare. A lounge occupied 
ove end of the apartment, and, with toe bureau, 
constituted the only furniture. There was no one 


from the lower part of the house. Retreating to 
the sidewalk. the investigator knocked at the door 
of the frat floor. It was opened by a poorly-ciad 
and care-worn trish Woman, who said that Mrs. 
Simmons was out, but would return soon. The 
visitor went in, when the cause of the noise was 
explained. Rolling about the bare floor were nine 
children, not one older than 10 years, in various 
stages of dirt and deshabilie. 

Tue five of taim. said Mre. Lenahan, 
n are belongin’ to the poor body 
up-stairs, who is gone ont, borrowin’' me own 
shawi, to eee if she can get a bit to eat and for the

Nine pairs of bie hungry eyes stared at the in- 
truder from nine uncombed heads and uirt-covered 
faces.

The bay in the woman’s lap resumed its 
lamentations in a weak, dreary, monotonous cry, 
which would not be stilled by rocking or svothing 
words. The room was utterly bare ana desolate. 
There was sorrow, and sickness, and suffering in 
tue air. The squalid street outside seemed even 
more miserable than before.

average cost of 20 cepts per lineal foot; that their 
total expenditures from the street-improvement 
fund amounted to $827.43; that the Street Com- 
missioner had collected $320 in work on account 
of poll-tax, and had on hand $143, leaving over 
$1,700 of the street-improvement fund unex- 
pended. 

It was stated that there was some money in the 
bands of the village magistrates belonging to the 
village in the shape of fines not paid over, and 
the Committee on Judiciary was instructed to in- 
vestigate and report upun the matter. *

EQUALIZATION. 


Sessions of the State Board—The Extent to 
which Cook County Will Probably Get 
it” This Year.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 18.—At the session of 
the State Boardof Equalization to-day it was 
announced that the Committee on Equalization 
of Lands will be ready to report to-morrow. 

Taxpayers ot Gallatin County presented a pe- 

tition representing that lands there were over- 

valued in assessment, and asking this Board to 
make a reduction of 50 percent. The equalized 
assessment of lands in Cook County, after the 
general surplus is spread back, will probably 
not exceed $38 an acre. The personal proverty 
in Cook wiil probably lower the assessment re- 
turn per cent, and lots will be 
raised 7 per cent. Judge Beckwith, 
counsel. for the Chicago & Alton, 
te-day appeared before the Committee on As- 
sessment of Capital Stuck of Corporations, and 
presented extended statistical tables showing 
the proper valuation of the Chicago & Alton 

Railroad property. Chairman Root’s Commit-
